On & April 1949 the Coastal Repional Cormittes of the PCE put out a cone 
fidentisl bulletin to local cell leaders and Local Cormittee chiefs, saying 
that they vere studying the matter of baeking Arenas as the Alianza 
candidate, For a tire it was Imown that the Communists attempted to induce 
Antonio Moya, a non-Cormunist leftist, to accept the (iianza candidacy, but 
upon advice from friends Moya docided to decline the Communist invitation. 
Tt was after Moya's refusal that Arenas, a long-time Communist Party 
nerber, olttained the Partyts nomination. 


The Cormmists, confident of winning the city eleetion, have said that if 
they can securely establish the Alianza Popular with the people during the 
gummer montns, it is almost certain, particularly if several candidates 
are entored, thet the Communist man wlll receive a majority of the votes. 
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
